Judge Issues Order. 

J. Skelton Willlams, John W. Midden- 
dorf and C. Sidney Shepard are also par- 
ties defendant and the injunction operates 
against them. The bill was presented to 
Judge Speer by Marion Erwin and Jo- 
seph M. Terrell, as counsel for the com- 
plainant, Dady. Dady’s Dill, in addition 
to the allegations that the proposed con- 
solidation is prejudicial to the rights of 
stockholders and the road and for 
the personal interests of the ‘voting 
trust’’ headed by J. Skelton Williams, 
claims that the Georgia and Alabama rail- 
way and the Florida Central and Penin- 
sular Railroad Company are parallel and 
competing railroads, and under the consti- 
tution of the state of Georgia their con- 
solidation is prohibited. 

Colonel Joseph M. Terrell, of counsel for 
the complainant, as attorney general of 
the state, is now officially engaged in 
prosecuting two suits in the name of 
the state of Georgia and by the direction 
of Governor Candler to prevent other rail- 
road consolidations claimed to be con- 
trary to the same clause of the constitu- 
tion of the state which it is claimed in 
this Suit before Judge Speer is about to 
be violated by the proposed consolidation 
of the Georgia and Alabama and the Flor- 
ida Central and Peninsular railroads, 

The bill prays that Mess™. Williams, 
Middendorf and their associates under 
the ‘‘voting trust’’ agreement, be enjoined 
from voting the stock they hold under 
the agreement in 
consolidation, and 
enjoined from receiving any vote under 
that agreement. The allegation is made 
in the bill that the Williams syndicate 
is proposing to get several million of 
dollars for personal services in carrying 
out the consolidation scheme. 

After considering the bill Judge Speer 
granted the following order: 

Read and considered. Let. the de- 
fendants named be temporarily enjoin- - 
ed as prayed until Saturday, the 138th 
instant, at which time they are direct- 
ed to show cause before me at Macon, 
Ga., at 10 o'clock a. m., why the in- 
junction prayed for should not be 
granted. 

Ordered further, that a copy of this 
order be served on each of the de- 
fendants named or on their counsel. 

Contents of the Bill. 

The bill file® by Mr. Dady is a volum- 
inous one. and contains some interesting 
railroad history which has, figured prom- 
inently in the controversy over the al- 
leged proposed consolidation of the Sea- 
board Air-Line with other roads. He de- 
clares that he ig the owner of 10 shares 
of the common stock in the Georgia and 
Alabama, which he purchased believing 
that under a certain agreement said. to 
have been made April 1, 1896, the vot- 
ing trustees would have no power to cast 
any vote of the stock of the corporation 
held by them in voting trust, for the _pur- 
pose of carrying into effect any consoll- 
dation scheme or disposing of the stock 
Or other assets of the road as he now al- 
leges they are proposing to do.

If congress refuses to act, neither the courts, 

through any writ or decree, nor the executive,

Must Be Found in the Law Itself. 


Commenting on these decisions of the 
| supreme court, Senator Morgan said: 

| In all these decisions we find that. congress 
alone can exercise the power to protect the

right to vote, and that its power under the 
| fourteenth and fifteenth amendments is con- 
fined to this sole purpose. 

It must also be such a discrimination ‘as ap- 
| pears on the face of the law that is complained 
and must relate alone to race, color or 
| previous condition of servitude. It is not 
enough to invoke the fnterference of congress 
that such discrimimation is possible, or even 
probable, under the administration of the law. 
Yt must be found im the legal construction of 
‘the law and In {ts Weal effect. In this view 
of the law that governs in these matters the 
decision in the Miesissippi case is conclusive 
to show that the text of the Louisiana con- 
stitution is not a legal discrimination against 
the negro on account of his race, color or his 
previous condition of servitude, and the act fs 
valid against the power of congress to inter-

Senator Morgan took the position that 
it was a mistake destructive of our na- 
tional harmony and which has afflicted 
the people with incalculable evils when 
we put the recognition and guarantee 
of slavery in the constitution of the 
United States. and a similar mistake in 
regard to an established church was made 
by the Latin states of America. These 
two organic troubles fixed in the consti- 
tutional laws have kept this hemisphere 
beset with the revolutions and almost un- 
ceasing warfare for nearly a century.

If, continued the senator, the mind that con- 
ceived and formulated the fifteenth amendment 
was directed to the purpose of bringing the 
whole subject of negro suffrage aga’: within 
the control of the people, through their rep- 
resentatives in congress, acting within ordinary 
and appropriate powers of legislation.and with- 


stitution, it was as wise and benignant a 
thought as even entered the brain of a states- 
man-ér found a response in the heart of a pa- 
trict. Whatever was the purpose, I am satis- 
fied that this result has been reached, and 
that it now rests with congress exclusively 
to say when and how far negro suffrage shall 
be modified or how far it shall be sustained. 
.The people, through the fifteenth amendment, 
have reserved the power to themselves to say 
in acts of appropriate legislation what dispo- 
sition shall be made of negro suffrage in the 
states. This legislative power is, of course, 
regulated by other limitations in our constitu- 
tional system of government, and is subordi- 
nate to the preservation of the union and 
the integrity of every state that is a member 
of the union. A state cannot be relegated to 
a territorial form of government or otherwise 
entirely deprived of its representation in the 
senate or house of representatives or in the 
electoral colleges because it has abolished ne- 
gro suffrage in whole or in part If its rep- 
resentation can be reduced for that cause, the 
fourteenth amendment furnishes the rule and 
prescribes the limit of such reduction. 
The Provision Not Mandatory. 

The question of the protection of the suffrage 
of the negro against discrimination under the 
laws is the only one In reference to which the 
ccrstitution gives specific plenary and discre- 
tionary power to congress, to be exercised by 
appropriate legislation or to be declined if 
congress refuses to exercise the power. It is 
not mandatory, and no man can be conscience 
bound to exercise the power if he feels that 
it would imperil the country. In the fourteenth 
amendment the power to reject the negro vote 
is admitted, in favor of the states, and this 
right is nowhere taken away. 

If the right thus given to the states is taken 
away by the fifteenth amendment, as I do 
not believe it_is, the power of congress over 
the subject is dgain repeated separately in 
that amendment, and it stands as the sole 
authority to deal with the subject, to be exer- 
cised at the discretion of congress. It may 
be that a power is given to congress to deprive 
the state of the right reserved in the fourteenth 
amendment, but, if so, it is only a power and 
| congress is not bound to use it. 

Unquestionably this legislative power {s po- 
litical and is not judicial, and it conveys no 


1 vested right in the negro race to vote that 


can stand against the power of congress to 
permit a state to disqualify them by refusing 
to proceed to,fenforce their demand for the 
ballot. 

If congress can enforce the demand of the 
negro for protection against discrimination in 
the ballot, by appropriate legislation, they can, 
in their discretion, refuse or omit to enforce 
that demand. That grant of power to congress 
to enforce the fifteenth amendment necessa- 
rily implies a discretion in its use. The su- 
preme court declared, in several cases, that 
neither the fourteenth nor the fifteenth amend- 
ments give the negro any vested right to the 
ballot. It is not, therefore, a right, but a 
policy that is established, and congress is the 
sole judge as to the time and the occasion for 
enforcing that policy.

holders) They are not affected by the rela- 
tions that existed between former slaves and 
their masters, but are confronted with a race 
Question that is maintained by both races with 
; constantly increasing yigor, and is already a 
| setttled aversion, attended with ill-concealed 
| bitterness and hatred. 
| There is no passible relief from this condition 
| except to draw the lines of political separa- 

tion as clear and as deep as is the line of 
| racial distinction between them. It is the blood 
| of the races that cannot lawfully mix, and no 
|m™marriage tie is possible to create a lawful or 
tolerable union between themi. 
| The separation is for the good of both races 
| and is irrevokable. Being the work of divine 


| wisdom, it is right and is not discreditable to 
| either race. 
In physical, mental, social, inventive, re- 


| ligious and ruling power the African race holds 
| the lowest place, ag it has since the world has 
| had a héetory, and it is ne idle boast that the 
| white rare holds the highest place. To force 
' this lowest stratum fnto a position of political 
| equality with the highest is only to clog the 
| progress of all mankind. in its march, ever 
| strenuous and in proper order, toward the 
| highest planes of human aspiration. 

Whoever has supposed or has endeavored to 
/realize that free republican government has 
for ite task the undoing of what the Creator 
i has done in classifying and grading the races 
| according -to His will overestimates both the 
| powers and the duties of its grand mission. 


A Merely Theoretical Basis. 


‘ : a 
i Tt is a vain effort and is fatal to the spirit 
| a@nd seuccess of free government to attempt to 
| use ite true principles as a means of disturb- 
, ance of the natural conditions of the races of 


| the human family and to establish them on 
| the merely theoretical basis, which is not 
| true, that, in political pawer, all men must be 


| equal in order to secure the greatest happiness 
| to the greatest number. 
The true, istinctive feature of republican 
; government. based on the sovereignty of the 
|} people as the source of power, is that it jis in 
| feature representative. In this it differs essen- 
| tially from every form «§ government that 
' looks up to some alleged superior power as 
| having the right to govern the people. i 
The representative, when chosen, embodies 
| the will of the people, and the majority rules 
fin a republic. ; 
If the republic includes two distinct races— 
| the highest and the lowest in the scale of 
, intelligence and capacity fer wise and good 
government—their respective representatives 
cannot be ‘equal in ability and influence; and 
' this fact: destroys the possibility of equality 
in political power. One class of representa- 
tives will dominate,the other so completely 
that the idea of free and equal 
will be banished, and the results will establish 
the race that is dominant over the other as 
a subordinate, thereby converting the republic 
into a practical] autocracy. 

If the races are nearly equally divided in 
numbers, continual warfare will be the result. 


Expulsion and Extermination. 


The history of the republic of Santo Domingo, 
where the contest is between the negro and 
the mulatto, will become the history of our 
southern states if the basis of voting remains 
as it is, and the finale will be the expulsion 
of the negro or his extermination. 

In our republic, state dnd federal, an arbi- 
trary._rule of law is adopted for the first 
organization and for all subsequent steps in 
government, which excludes four persons in 
each group of five from any right to a voice 
in government. 

This selection relates only. to age and sex. It 
excludes all who are not over tw@nty-one years 
} old and selects the fifth person—a male—as the 
representative of himself and the four other 
persofts, without reference to race, except as 
to Indians, who are entirely excluded In a 
mixed community of whites and negroes the 
negro representative selected under this un- 
natural and purely arbitrary rule represents, in 
fact, the non-votérs of both racea, while in 
his acti6éns and votes he represents the clan- 
nish, exclusive and embittered prejurdices of 
the negro race, or else the personal influence 
of some while political master, who uses him 
to multiply his power. This is not an acci- 
dental or temporary condition that can be 
changed. It is a permanent and fixed condi- 
tion that is inherent in the nature of these 
races, who are separated by as wide a dis- 
tance as the Divine Creator could demark in 
ass Bning to each a separate and useful sphere 
of duty in the world. 

The voter is a dietinctively representafWe 
man, not chosen by his constituents and hav- 
ing no responsibilities toward them; and the 
choice of a negro, by an arbitrary law, to 
such an office is a political marriage and mis- 
cegenation. It cannot be extended into the so- 
cial relations of the races without depraving 
the white man or woman to the social and 
racial level. of the negro, and, therefore, it 
breaks the interdesendence of the social and 
political relations of the people of the repub- 
lic, which constitute the true life and strength 
of our form of government. 

A line of secial cleavage, defined by race an- 
tipathies, that separates Vast masses of our 
people into antagonistic or competititive bodies 
cannot be closed or obliterated by any con- 
trivance of political union between them. The 
division will only be made more distinct and 
more permanent by such efforts. Political 
dissension added to race antagonism can never 
“produce harmony in this republic. And when 
our political action is. separated’ by law from 
the social instincts and sentiments of the white 
people of this great republic, its end cannot be 
far distant. 


The Only Peaceful Method. 


The people of-Louisiana, after nearly forty 
years of terrible experience, have taken the 
only peaceful methods left open to them to rid 
themselves of this fatal evil and injustice, 
for which they were never in any, sense re- 
sponsible; and the honorable senator from North 
Carolina is here endeavoring to rivet the 
chains upon her and, in turn, to paralyze the 
effort of the people of North Carolina to escape 
from the same horrible condition. 

Several of our southern states, urged by the 
younger men, born since 1847, and many older 
men, are moving, under the same impulse, in 
the same direction. They have not yet de- 
epaired. It is the experiences of the 
younger men, arising out of the effort to work 
negro suffrage into our political system as a 
harmonious element, and not the: prejudices 
or resentments of the former slaveholders, that 
have prompted this strong and decisive move- 
ment in the southern states. It will never 
cease unless it is held down by military power. 
It is a social evil as weil as political, and the 
cost of its suppression will not be counted by 
this succeeding generation in connection with 
questions of material prosperity. 

No great body of white people {nm the world 
could be expected to quictly accept a situation 
go distressing and demoralizing as is credted 
by negro suffrage in the south It is a thorn 
in the flesh and will irritate and rankle in the 
body politic until it is removed as a factor 
in government. It is not necessary to go 
into the details of hist to establish ‘the 
great fact that negro suffrage in. Louisiana 
and the other southern etates has. been one

the acts of reconstruction, which: sunk the | 
Slates affected by them to a lower condition 
in the rights of self-government than that of 
the territorial governments. It was the pres- 
ence of the negro that called the army inte 
the control of state governments and placed 
the legislatures and the courts under mili- 
tary guard. e 

The negro voter and-the alleged civil] rights 
of that race led to the effort to impeach a 
president of the United States and caused the | 
perilous contest over the election of another 
president and vice president. 

Many conte:ts for seats in the house-of rep- 
resentatives and three contests in the senate 
have been: based upon alleged frauds that de- 
prived negroes of their right to vote. 

Many good and honorable white men havea | 
been sent to the penitentiaries for alleged in- 
terferences with negro votes and voters. In- 
ail the southern states, and in.a large number 
of counties and unicipalities, negro voting 
has caused tumult and violence, and over the 
entire south the depression of values and tha 
interruption of industries for this cause has 
cost the people heavy josses. 

Unrest, heated resentments, and p2rsonal vio- 
lence have disturbed the people and have caus- 
ed them to distrust the government and some- 
times to resist its authority. Judges and 
other state officers have been fined and locked 
up in prisons for aileged violations of laws 
enacted for the especial benefit of the negro 
race. 


White Sentiment Against It. 


The catalogue of such events would be long 
and dark if it could be written so as to in- 
clude them ail. Ali this has been done to 
force the negro into political and social equal- | 
ity with the white man, and it has resulted in 
utter failure to lift that race into this artifiéial 
relation with the white race. oo ee 

Nature is against it, and the real sentiment 
of -the white people of the United States is 
averse to the continuance of this gangerous 
condition. 

Louisiana has suffered from this cause as few j 
other peoples have. The history of the con- | 
flicts and sufferings of her people in more 
than, a third of the nineteenth century, if it 
could be written, would give support to her 
appeal to the people of the United States for | 
deliverance that, ought to reach the heart of 
every patriot in the land. 

The appeal of North Carolina for the peace- 
ful allowance of the restoration of her people 
to their former right of controlling their own 
affairs, without negro interference, will soon 
be announced by her people. 

In the spirit of her Meck!enburg declaration 
of independence, but in loyal obedience to the 
laws and the will of the people of the United 
States, North Carolina declares the rights of 
her people and will proceed to their pro- 
tection unawed by any resolution the senate 
may adopt with a view to rivet the chains 
upon their arms. 

If the people of the United States shall vote, 
in the election of members of congress in 
i900, that Louisiana and North Carolina shall 
be let alone, they will not be disturbed for 
having done what every state would do, if thie 
were a4 new question, now for the first time 
submitted to those states. 


A White Man’s Party. 


The democratic party of the United’ States 
has always been a white man's party, and 
when the appeal of the people of Louisiana 
and North Carolina, supported by the demo- 
crats in all the southern states, is made to 
them, they and a vast body of whits men 
all over the country who have not acted with 
them in the past will unite in a demand that 
these sovereigp states shall not be destroyed 
for taking care of the lives and happiness of 
their people. 

If negroes had been admitted to the ‘right of % 
suffrage by the states as foreign-born per- 
sons are admitted to citizenship and suffrage— 
man by man, on an examination of their know} 
edge of our institutions and as to their personal 
qualifications to understand and honestly toe 
exercise the privilege of voting—this danger- 
ous evil would, probably, have been so far 
controlled, at least; as to have secured the 
peace of the country. Or if in the Philippine 
arcripelago a happy home is found for the 
Af@ican race, .0 which they would flock with 
rejcicings and grow into power beneath our 
flag, and among a people many of whom are 
their kindred, there would be few to regret 
that our free republic, with its free religion, 
had expanded to open this door to humanity.

SITUATION DOESN'T IMPROVE 


White Has Been Compelled To Use 
Great Quantitles of Am- 
munition, 


NO WAY TO SUPPLY WEW STOCK 


Relief for the Besieged Town Seems 
Impossible Just Now, and Fur- 
ther Resistance Must Be 
of Desperate Char- 
acter. 


London, January 9, 3:45 a. m.—General 
White still holds out, or did so sixty 
hours ago, when the Boers, ousted from 
their foothold inside the works, suspend- 
ed their assault at nightfall. England 
has taken heart. The situation, how- 
ever, is worse. The theleaguered force 
must have expended large amounts. af 
ammunition, which cannot ‘be replenished 
and must have lost a number of officers 
and men, which is counterbalanced, so 
far as the garrison ‘ts concerned, by the 
greater loss of the Boers. 

General White still needs relief and the 
difficulties confronting General Buller are 
as great as before. 

The former’s unadorned sentences, . as 
read and reread, suggest eloquently the 
peril in which the town was for four- 
teen hours, and how barely able his nine 
thousand men were to keep from being 
overcome. 

The chief concern for General White 
is in respect to ammunition. Sixty-eight 
days ago, at the beginning of the siege, 
his small arm ammunition was vaguely 
described as “‘plenty.”’ His artillery then 
had 300 nounds per gun. Some of the 
batteries have been in. action frequently 
since then and all were probably cn- 
gaged last Saturday. His stock of shells, 
consequently, must be low, and this will 


make it difficult for General White to 
<o-operate in a movement by General 


Buller.

A CONVICT COMMITS SUICIDE. 


Chaingang Hand Throws Himself 
Under a Street Car. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., January 8.—Wil- 
liam Smith, about thirty-eight years old, 
a city prisoner on the chaingang, commit- 
ted suicide in a most sensational manner 
this afternoon.

JUGGE SPEER ORDERS THE RESOLUTION 


To Be Spread on the Minutes of the 
Court—General News 
of Macon. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., January 8&.—(Special.)—In the 
United States court this morning the 
committee appointed to draw up resolu- 
tions on the death:of Judge Clifford An- 
derson, ex-attorney general of the state 
of Georgia, submitted the following re- 
port: 

_ ‘In the circuit and district courts of the 
United States, for the western division 
of the southern district of Georgia. ~ 

“In the matter of Judge Clifford Ander- 
son, a member of the war, deceased: 

““May it please the court: The committee 
charged with the duty of preparing a 
memorial in resnect to Judge Clifford An- 
derson have the honor to present the fol- 
lowing, and mcve its adoption: 

“Resolved, That the members of the bar 
of the circuit and district courts of the 
United States for the southern district of 
Georgia, western division. desire to record 
their sense of the loss that has come to 
the profession and to the state of Georgia 
in the death of Judge Clifford Anderson. 
a member of the bar of these courts. 

“Born in Nottoway county, Virginia, he 
was admitted to the bar in Georgia when 
he was nineteen years old, and was an 
honor and ornament to the profession for 
nearly fifty years, He was a Man of rich 
intellectual endowments, strong and pa- 
'riotic convictions, high and exact sense 
of honor, and unyielding courage. To 
these attributes he added profound and 
accurate learning, constant courtesy and 
good faith to the court before which he 
appeared and to the counsel] to whom he 
Was opposed and unfalter'ing zeal and 
faithfulness to the cause he espoused. He 
was ‘simply and stanchly true to duty 
alike in the large case and in the smali,’ 
and believed all good ends can be worked 
out by good means—counting those as 
bad that cannot, and leaving them alone. 
He never ‘stooped to conquer.’ 

“AS a& reward of patient study the 
principles of the law shone as the stars 
at night into his finely tempered mind, 
aad, having mastered the science which is 
the savior of our civil] liberties, he ever 
turned the ‘gladsome light of jurispru- 
dence’ to the discovery of truth, the judi- 
cial administration of justice, and the 
conservation of public peace and trans- 
quillity, 

“From his admission ito the bar Judge 
Anderson lived toward the ideal lawyer so 
truthfully and beautifully pictured by Mr. 
Justice Bradley, when he said: ‘In* order 
to be an accompl'shed lawyer it is neces- 
Sary, besides having a knowledge of the 
law, to be an accomplished man, graced 
with at least a general] knowledge of his-

TOOK A SENSATIONAL TURN. 


Turner Makes Charges Against 
Toomer. 
Brunswick, Ga., January 8.—(Special.)— 


“The case against Alfred Turner, charged 


with cow stealing, developed some unex- 
pected and sensational features just be- 
fore court recess this evening in which 
the names of former Solicitor General 
Ww. M. Toomer. of the Brunswick clir- 
cuit was used by Defendant Alfred Turn- 
er in a manner that reflected upon the 
oficial conduct of Mr. Toomer while so- 
lic'tor general, and called for a warm 
and determined defense of that gentle- 
man. General John W. Bennett with the 
further action by Solicitor Bennet, taken 
in the shape of reading in open court a 
telegram he had addressed to Mr. Toomer 
referring to the serious charges that 
hed been made against him by Turner, 
and requesting that he come to Brunswick 
immediately and take the stand in his 
own defense. : 

The case agairst Turner had beert of 
unusal interest throughout and when the 
defendant took the stand to make his 
statement, which included an emphatic de- 
nial of his guilt, he stated that in a 
case of a similar nature, tried some terms 
ago, he had pleaded guilty to the charge 
of cow stealing under a misapprehension 
of what he was pleading guilty to and 
that he was virtually led into the plea 
by the advice of the solicitor general, 
who, with others, led him to believe 
that if he did not du so the case would 
go extra hard against him for several 
reasons, not the least of which was that 
the then presiding judge, JI. L. Sweat, 
had a personal animostty against his 
family and as the jury would probably 
eonvict him, he would get the extreme 
penalty of the law from the judge. This, 
according ‘to the defendant's statement, 
was practically coercion and the inference 
was made that the court officer profitted 
by the payment of a fine for misdemeanor. 
The defense then placed the defendant s 
former attorney on the stand, Hon. J. 
D. Sparks, judge of the city court. He 
stated that Turner had entered the plea 
of guilty against his advice, and it was 
done one night after he had been ex- 
cused from court, with the understanding 
that the case was to g0 over until the 
next dav. He stated that the plea was 
entered by Turner despite his warning 
to his client as to the consequences and 
that his client stated to him in explana- 
tion of the plea that he had been per- 
suaded to do it by some of the court 
officers. 

Solicitor Bennet was emphatic in his 
defense of Mr. Toomer, and stated he 
did not believe he had been a party in 
any -way to the advice given Turner, and 
that when Mr. Toomer got on the stand 
he would clear himself of the charge 
made by Turner. 

In an interview with your correspondent 
later, Solicitor Bennet reiterated his de- 
fense of Mr. ‘Toomer, and stated 
that he feels sure that his statement to- 
morrow will clear him of the charge.

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The Judicial Elections. 

We are pleased to observe that there | 
is a tendency on the part of our state | 
exchanges to discuss the matter of 
nominating the judges and solicitors | 
of the superior courts of the state. The | 
discussion is very timely, especially 
in view of the fact that there seems | 
to be a tendency in some quarters to | 
use the fact that these officials are to 
be elected by the people as an excuse for 

nominating them by some other meth- | 
od than a primary election.. There 
seems to be a sort of smothered de- 
sire on the part of some to nominate 
judges and solicitors by conventions 
composed of delegates from the coun- 
ties of each circuit. Thus, it is hint- | 
ed, that the counties of each circuit 
could hold their own conventions and 
proceed to nominate the officials. 

It is hardly necessary to say that 
such a procedure as this would not 
Carry out the letter and spirit of the 
constitutional amendment by means ot 
which the choice of judges and sgso- 
licitors was taken out of the hands of 
the legislature and restored to the 
people. There are 219 members of 
the legislature, representing. every 
county and senatorial district, and 
therefore every judicial circuit of the 
State. They are elected for two years, 
and they bear the burdens of respons 
sibility to that extent. But with all 
this, the people were not satisfied that 
these 219 men should choose the judi- 
cial officers of the state. There were ru- 
mors of trading and juggling, and it 
Was suspected that oftentimes the fit- 
ness of the candidates was not so much 
thought of as the ability of their 
friends to make deals and _ trades. 
Whether this situation existed is a 
question that need not be discussed. It 
was possible and the possibility gaye 
rise to grave suspicions; and, at last, 
in order to leave no room for doubt 
and suspicion in a matter so delicate 
and important, the election off judicial 
officers was taken out of the hands 
of the legislature. 

One of our exchanges, commenting 
on the statement that the democratic 
state executive committee will meet 
early in March, according to time-hon- 
ored custom, betrays some importance, 
It says that the committee “should 
have arranged to meet the present 
month,’’ and it adds that “the candi- 
dates for solicitors general are espe. 
cially deserving of consideration at the 
hands of the committee.” Why? Are 
they any more deserving of considera- 
tion than the candidates for judge- 
ships? Are they as deserving of con- 
sideration as the people? Candidates 
of all kinds come and go, rise and dis- 
appear, but the people and the people’s 
interests remain. What special claim 
has a candidate of any kind whatso- 
ever on a body representing the demo- 
cratic party, the party,. that, 
in Georgia, represents the people? 
Does the mere fact that a citizen as- 
pires to hold an office make him more 
important than the rest of his fellow 
citizens? 

It should be remembered here that 
the various offices by means of which 
the people’s government is carried ‘on 
were esablished for the benefit of the 
people, and not for the benefit of those 
who may aspire to fill them. The claim 
that any candidate has on the state 
executive committee is one of courtesy; 
but the.claims of the people strike 
deeper and go farther. 

Both the letter and spirit of the con- 
stitutional amendment should be strict. 
ly carried out, and the nomination ot 
the judicial officers, which in this 

sta¥% is equivalent to an _ election, 
should be placed in the hands of the 
people.

from which it would appear that we 
are living under a government of in- 
terpretation rather than under one of 
law, and by which an accidental sec- 
retary of the treasury becomes more 
powerful than congress itself. 

In 1894 it was enacted by congress 
that, under certain conditions, there 
should be made a rebate of the alco- 
hol tax when the liquid was used for art 
or medicinal preparations. The sec- 
retary of the treasury refused to make 
the necessary regulations, and the re- 
sult was that there was collected from 
these manufacturers a sum Stated by 
the government’s attorneys to be equal 
to $10,000,000. This drain was made 
upon the mere caprice of the secretary. 
It is denied, however, that the sum was 
so large, but that does not affect the 
argument. 

The matter was brought before the 
United States supreme court, where 
the government was sustained under 
the very convenient cloak of “public 
policy.” Now the parties from whom 
this illegal collection was made, ask 
congress to declare that the negligence 
of the secretary of the treasury shall 
not act as a bar to their prosecution 
of just claims in the courts of the 
country. 

We have entirely too much govern- 
ment by injunction, and the cloak of 
“public policy” is entirely too large. 
We should have a government of writ- 
ten statute law, and it should not be 
within the power of either cabinet of. 
ficers or judges to summarily set aside 
laws made by the people and to substi- 
tute for them mere deductions which 
have never received legislative ap- 
proval.

in line with the discussion that has gone om 
in Georgia for many years and which has al- 
ways been of interest, but has never taken 
definite shape, Students of the social prob- 
lem are greatly disturbed as to how to reach 
and save the masses, prevent pauperism 
and crime and thus aid in the development 
and civilization of man. Those who advocate 
the reformatory for young criminals are hon- 
est and sincere solely desiring to do something 
to eliminate evil, but as a matter of fact jails, 
penitentiaries, indeed the whole penal code, 
are only means of separation of the good from 
the bad. The folks who prate of ‘*hlood’’ say 
that the parents of bad children must be re- 
formed before you can save the children. Now, 
my dear Constitution, the fault in all efforts 
to reform criminals of any age is that the inter- 
est in this class comes too late! True, our 
gracious Lord put in His standard of measure 
for those whe shall pass muster at the judg- 
ment, a deep and abiding interest in this class, 
but His most sublime thought is found in 
His teaching of the ‘“‘royalty of childhood.” 
I take it that the most horrible crimes of 
life are the crimes against children, whether 
committed by individuals or by organized cor- 
porations or states. The most gigantic crime 
going on hourly and daily by the people of 
Georgia is the neglect of her destitute children. 
The poor little boys who by the score are 
sent every year to your chaingangs are among 
these ‘‘children without hope!’’ Hundreds of 
them are up before your police courts who are 
still on the way to the gang. Then there are 
little girls ‘by the hundred who belong to this 
army of ‘‘children without hope.’’ They are 
the children of ‘pauper and disreputable pa- 
rentage. There is hope of an orphan child. 
His parent need is so apparent that you only 
have to mention it to bring the tear from 
the eye of sympathy, but who wants to adopt 
and care for the child of the harlot or the 
pauper? Crime is inherited by these children 
not because the blood is bad, but because the 
atmosphere into which they are born is bad 
and the poor little fellows are never atlowed 
to breathe any other sort. They become crim- 
inals as naturally as the well-trained child 
becomes respectable. They are made criminals 
by the very air they inhale. Now, then, Con- 
stitution, this being the fact, recognized and 
clearly apparent, to allow these poorest of 
God’s poor to remain badly environed, drinking 
in the very putrid poison of crime until they 
become themselves violators of the law be- 
fore we notice them, is the greatest crime 
of society. The only cure for pauperism and 
crime is to get hold of these degraded chil- 
dren without hope, take them out of the mud 
and filth of the slums of the city and the 
country, change the current of their lives 
and train them in useful channels of re- 
spectability and industry. This is the problem 
the Georgia Industrial home,’ near Macon, 
founded February 22, 1899, is trying to solve. 
It is not a reformatory, but a preventatory. 
We begun less than a year ago without a cent. 
The institution was incorporated without cap- 
ital stock—only faith in God and humanity. 
We have 200 acres of land, have.spent over 
$5,000 in buildings, stock and farm imple- 
ments and improvements and have gathered 
in sixty children from about thirty counties 
of our state. We have four boys from Atlanta, 
every one of whom is doing well and making 
progress. One of these is Willie Taylor, whom 
your excellent chief of police, W. P. Manley, 
sent us—a fourteen-year-old boy destitute and 
desolate whose story I read in The Constitu- 
tion and determined to give him atrial. Willle 
will make a man! He took third prize among 
thirty boys for attention te duty. Another 
was brought to us recently by our noble states- 
man, ex-Governor Northen, who came all the 
way from Atlanta to bring me the boy. If 
the Good Father of us all permits me to live 
I shall continue to try to do something for 
these poor Georgia waifs and outcasts. I 
am happy over the fact that this only home 
in the state committed to the specific -work 
of.the rescue and salvation of the ‘‘children 
without hope’’—the children of pauper and dis- 
reputable parents—is attracting attention and 
aid from the peophe of the state. It is pure 
ly a benevolence, but it is te me the greatest 
and most urgent charity in our state. It is 
in the interest of no sect, but is run solely for 
the benefit of the poor white children who 
without it are obliged to become paupers and 
criminals. 

Let us do what we can for our young crim- 
inals, but let it be remembered that a pre- 
ventatory is better than a reformatory—'‘‘an 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure.”’

Some time ago the government decided 
on an issue of §&,000 silver dollars in 
honor of the memory of Lafayette and 
to aid in the building of the monument 
to be erected by the United States in 
Paris, and unveiled there during the ex- 
positisn.

Under 
the words “Paris, 1900.’’ Around the 
statue are the words “Erected by the 
youth of the United States in honor of 
General Lafayette.””’ The. name of the 
designer of the dollar appears as “‘Bart- 
lett’’ on the statue.

fendant company. The case has _ been 
hotly contested by the attorneys and has 
been one of the most interesting suits 
on the docket of the United States court 
for many montks, not only because of the 
prominence of the interested parties, but 
because of its several unique features. 
The sult was entered by the administra- 
tor because of an alleged mistake ina 


telegram sent by the 
Wesley Bennett, and the petition alleged 
that it was the mistake in the telegram 
that caused the death of Mr. Bennett. 
The original petition was filed through 
the late firm of -Anderson, Felder & 


Davis. 

Briefly stated the petition outlined the 
following facts: 

W. Wesley Bennett was a well Known 
insurance man of Augusta, Gar., and 
Was required to make returns at stated 
intervals to his company. On September 
271. 1896, through his agent, James T. 
Prince. of this city, Mr. Bennett wired 
the superintendent of the Travelers’ In- 
surance Company, of Hartford, Conn., 
as follows: 

“Major E. V. Preston, superintendent 
Travelers’ Insurance Company, Hartford, 
Conn.—Mailed report today with check; 
$371 for May, $147 for June. Reports to- 
gether with accounts of policies and re- 
newals unreported 
“JAMES T. PRINCE.”’ 

The Postal-Cable compafy, through 
which this message was transmitted, 
avers the petition, knowing full well that 
it was a business message and therefore 
one of importance, made a mistake in 
the first sentence of the telegram, caus- 
ing it to be received by Major Preston 
as follows: hase 

**‘Mailed report today without check.’”’ 

When Major Preston received the més- 
Sage, the petition alleges, he became 
alarmed and notified the bondsmen of 
Mr. Bennett that they would be held re- 
sponsible for any loss. . The bondsmen 
became uneasy and insisted upon being 
relieved from further responsibility. This 
necessitated the making of a new bond, 
which Mr. Bennett was unable to do. and 
he was therefore dismissed from his po- 
sition with the company. 

The petition alleges that the inc'dent 
had tarnished the reputation of the de- 
ceased and had reflected upon his hon- 
esty. In a moment of despondency he 
committed suicide, 

The administrator ‘of Mr. Bennett en- 
tered suit for $25,000 against the Postal- 
Telegraph-Cable company. The proceed- 
ing was instituted through ‘the late firm 
of Anderson, Felder & Davis. and the de- 
fendant company made its answer through 
the late firm of Glenn & Rountree. n

One of the Three Dying Prisoners 
Reaches His End. 


ANOTHER ADJUDGED INSANE 


The Third Is Still at the Police Bar- 
racks in a Cell—County Physi- 
cian Makes Inquiries. 


Henry Pollard, one of three helpless 
negroes at the police barracks men- 
tioned in yesterday’s Constitution, died 
early yesterday morning. 

The old negro was crazed and had 
‘been taken to the barracks to keep him 
from dying upon the streets. He died 
upon the floor of a cell, an abject speci- 
men of outcast humanity. 

Yesterday morning .the coroner teld 
an inquest over the body, and the verdict 
of the jury was that the negro came 
‘to his death from natural causes. 

A negro Undertaker took charge of the 
body and it was buried in the potters 
field at the expense of the city. 

During the inquest Dr. B. W. Bizzell, 
the new county physician, asked Cap- 
tain Ball, of the police force, the follow- 
ing question: 

“Could it have been possible for the 
old negro to have been dead two or 
three days before the police ascertained 
the fact?’’ 

Capiain Ball was somewhat surprised 
at what he considered a remarkable ques- 
tion and he told the physician it could 
not have been possible under any cir- 
cumstances, 

The old negro was being closely watch- 
ed in his last moments and the breath 
had scarcely left his body when the 
coroner was notified. 

Dr. Bizzell afterwards explained to 
Captain Ball that he meant no reflection 
on the police depantment whatever. He 
had not examined ithe negro’s body at the 
time and there were reasons which made 
it appear that the negro had been dead 
some time before the inquest. 

One of the other negroes who were 
thought to ‘be dying in cells at the po- 
lice ‘barracks was Wiley Thomas, 
he was taken before the ordinary yes- 


tic. He was carried to the Tower, and 
the probability is that he will 
the jail instead of the city prison. 

Thomas has nearly $200 which is in 
the possession of the chief of police. 
The negro arrived in Atlanta about two 
weeks ago and was found at the depot 
in a demented condition. He ‘said he 
wished to go to New York and he was 
put on the train and ejected by the rail- 
road authorities. ‘The negro’s trunk has 
been sent for, fit having gone to New 
York. The negro has stated that he 
has more money in the trunk. His case 
is a very remarkable one, nothing about 
him having been ascertained by the 
police.

WHAT POLICE THINK OF THE AFFAIR 


Say People Wanted Woman Out of 
the Way, as She Was a Burden. 
Efforts Being Made To 
Apprehend Guilty 
Person. 


The police discovered last night an atro- 
cious attempt to burn alive a sick negro 
woman who was alone in a small house 
on Butler street near the railroad culvert. 

The affair is being rigidly investigatéed 
and efforts will be made to apprehend 
the guilty person. 

Th woman is Minnie Robinson, a mul- 
atto about twenty-five years of age. She 
resides in a house on the east side ot 
sutler street, and she has been in a room 
alone for several days. 

Last night a man went running to the 
police barracks and gtated that a house 
Wes on tire on Butler street. Call Offi- 


cer Cornett hurried to the place and found 


that the side“of the house occupied by 
the Robinson woman was in a blaze. The 
fire had gained considerable headway but 
was extinguished. 

The officer made an investigation and he 
ascertained that the woman had been a 
burden where she was for nearly two 
weeks and there were a number of people 
who wanted to get rid of her. 

Officer Cornett says he is satisfied that 
the person who set fire to the dwelling 
intended to burn the house so as to kill 
the woman. ‘ 

Two or three nights ago the’ case was 
reported to the police, and the person 
making the report was told to go to the 
Grady hospital. It seems that the effort 
to get the woman into the hospital was 
not successful. 

The Robinson woman is married, her 
She and her 
husband separated several months ago, 
and she has taken in washing to earn a 
livelihood. 

Was Ill and Alone. 

Two weeks ago she became ill while 
alorie in the house, and she has lain there 
ever since, bedridden and unable to take 
care of herself. 

Neighbors from time to time-carriea 
her water and something to eat. 

There is a rent card on the house. The 
other occupants who had been living there 
moved away three weeks ago, and the 
Robinson woman has been told to vacate 
but she wag too ill to do so. 

Last night about 10.o’clock some per- 
son tore off a plank from the side of 
the house farthest from the street, where 
he would be out of view from the street, 


and after removing the plank, stuffed the 


hole between the wall and the weather- 
boarding with a lot of old papers ana 
then deliberately set the paper on fire. 

The dry, half-rotted planks quickly ig- 
nited and there was a bright blaze before 
it was seen from the street. 

If the blaze had lasted five minutes 
longer the house would have doubtless 
burned down, and the woman in it been 
consumei in the flames, 

What the Police Say. 

‘Knowing all the circumstances of the 
case,” said Officer Cornett last night, ‘'l 
but think that the incendiary 
meant for his dastardly work to burn 
up the woman. There were few who 
knew the house was occupied, and the 
woman could easily have been cremated.”’ 

The matter has been reported to Cap- 
tain Ball. and he will make every effort 
to ascertain who set the house on fire. 

The house was left: under guard last 
night, ‘ds the police feared another at- 
tempt to burn the woman to death might

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DECLARED FRAUDS 


Nashville Concern Forbidden the Use 
of the Mails. 
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NO EFFORT TO PASS BILL 


Dues and Fees Went to the Officers 
and Their Families. 
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THEY MADE ENORMGUS INCOMES 


Associations Systematically Fleeced 
Ex-Slaves Out of Big Sums, 
Says Attorney General.‘ 


In view of the recent trial of 
Smith and Silla Smith, two negroes, be- 
fore Justice E. H. Orr on the charge of 
cheating and swindling, the specific of- 
fense alleged being that they had fraud- 
ulently accepted money from ex-slaves 
for the supposed purpose of securing pen- 
Sions for them, the circular issued last 
October by Harrison J. Barret, acting 
assistant attorney genera] for the post- 
office department, is particularly interest- 
ing. 

A copy of this circular was received by 
Judge Orr yesterday from the postmaster 
at Nashville, the headquarters of 
“Ex-Slave Mutual Relief, Bounty 
Pension Association,” the concern 


the 


circular recites the fact that frequent 
inquiries from variots parts of the coun- 
try in regard to these ex-gslave pension 
associations, caused the authorities at 
Washington to start an investigation. 
This investigation developed the fact they 
the associations were fraudulent in na- 
ture; that they never contemplated the 
passage of a bill to pension 
the proceeds from monthly dues 
and initiation fees being de- 
voted to the officers ang their families. 
This discovery caused “fraud orders’ to 
be issued in the case of the associations, 
the effect of which is to Stop the @se of 
the mails to them. 


Systematic Fraud. 


The circular has this to say of the pen- 
Sion associations: 


ex-Slaves, 


Under the pretense of working to obtaim 
legislation in behalf of ex-slaves and their de- 
scendants, contributions were solicited from 
such persons, and such contributions when re- 
ceived were turned to the use of the so-called 
Officers, and members of their families em- 
ployed in clerical capacities. In the promae 
tion of this design copies of a bill introduced 
by request in. both branches of the fifty-fifth 
congress, second session, entitled, ‘‘A Bill to 
Provide Pensions for Freedmen,’’ were freely 
Circulated. It does not appear that any effort 
was made by any of these organizations to 
Procure the enactment of this bill into law, but 
in order to further the plan of obtaining con- 
tributions from ex-slaves, it was shrewdly 
Stated that the bill had ‘‘passed two readings.” 
This fact, of course, had no Significance what- 
ever, and there has never been the remotest 
prospect that the bill would become a law. 

The schemes of these so-called associations, 
assemblies, etc., are operated solely for the 
benefit of the officers and others connected 
with them. Contributions made and 
ments paid to them result in no possible good 
to the contributors or persons paying such as- 
sessments, but go to the officers in the way of 
salaries, expenses, etc., for their personal use. 

These schemes are flagrant frauds, 
should not be countenanced in any manner. 
They can be of no possible benefit to people of 
the colored race, but on the other hand, are 
used simply as means of extorting money from 
the untutored and inexperienced. 

On August I1, 1899, a fraud order 
sued by this department against the ex-slave 
petitioners’ assembly, which appears to have 
been conducted by Isaac lL. Walton and others, 
Madison, Ark.; and on September 20, 1399, 
a similar order was issued against the Ex- 
Slave Mutual Relief, Bounty and Pension Asso- 
ciation, operated by 1. H. Dickerson and others, 
Nashville, Tenn. Evidence before this depart- 
ment also clearly showed the scheme operated 
by Vatghan’s National Ex-Slave Pension Club 
Association, Nashville, Tenn., to be fraudulent, 
but in view of the fact that it is alleged that 
this association discontinued business somes 
time ago, and is receiving no mail of conse- 
quence, a further ‘nvestigation has been or- 
dered to determine whether the issuance of a 
fraud order in this case is now necessary. 

The effect of these fraud orders is to prohibit 
the delivery of all inail arriving at the post- 
office at Madison, Ark., and Nashville, Tenn., 
addressed to the concerns against which they 
are issued, and to cause such mail to be re- 
‘ fraudulent.,’’ 
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Enormous Annual Revenue. 

At the trial of Silla and Peter Smith 
before Judge Orr last ‘Friday the testi- 
mony adduced the fact that the “kx- 
Slave Mutual RKellef, Bounty and Pen- 
sion Association’ had a membership of 
over 600,000, each of whom paid monthly 
dues of 10 cents, besides an initiation fee 
of 25 cents,*the dues alone amounting to 
$720,000 a year. 

Many Atlanta negroes are members of
